Attlee’s 
Solution 


London, Jan, 31. 

Mr Clement Attlee, the 
Brittsh Labour Party leader 
and former Prime Minister, 
said in an interview here 
today that Formosa should 
be neutralised until Ita 
people decide by plcblscite 
whether they want to join 
Communist China. 

He told the Socialist 
newspaper Dally Herald 
that this was one of three 
polnts which must be 
settled to end the danger of 
the Formosa situation, 

Mr Attlec also ursed 
that Formosa should be 
loft out of the United states 
“island defence ring’? now 
unnecessary because of the 
hydrogen bomb: and that 
Generalissimo Chiang Kal- 
nhek and hin chief Meu- 
tenants should be sent into 
extlo during the period of 
neutrallsation. 

Mr Attlee spent three 
weeks in China last August 
meeting the Communist 
Chinese leaders, Mr Mao 
ee Sune and Mr Chou En- 
hil, 

The Dally Herald quoted 
him as saying: 

“The Labour Party starts 
from the broad proposition 
that Formosa was ro- 
cognised by the  allicd 
powers after the war as an 
integral part of China. It 
tn clear that the Peking 
Government won the civil 
war against Chiang Kal- 
shek. It would then have 
occupied Formosa but for 
the interventlon of the 
United States,”

New York, Jan. 30, 3 
members of — one 

including three 
children, were killed today 
when the kerosene stove, 
around which they huddled 
in below-freezing tempera- 
lures, exploded and sent 
flames roaring through their 
three-room, lower East Side 
tenement, 

Two elderly women — were 
Killed at about the same time in 
another Manhattan apartment 
house fire, which turned 23 
families out into a temperature 
of 16 degrees and injured two 
other persons. 

More than 60 persons fled the 
tenement oat the corner of 
Rivington Street and the Bowery 
alter the exploding stove turned 
the two tup floors of the five- 
storey bullding Into an inferno 
shortly before 9 a.m, 

Only one member of the Frank 
Cordero fumily survived and he 
was burned critically. 

FIREMEN DELAYED 

Firemen were delayed in get- 
ting lo the scene of the blaze 
because a fire alurm was sound- 
ed belatedly. The cold weather 
hampered the battle against the 
flames, with water freezing as it 
spurted from hoses and fire 
Judgers becoming dangerously 
slippery . 

Cordero, 26, was killed when 
he jumped from a fifth ficor 
window In an hysterical effort 
to escape the flames.

RUSSIA DEMANDED TONIGHT THAT THE UNITED 
NATIONS ESTABLISH AN IMMEDIATE CEASEFIRE AROUND 
FORMOSA AND ORDER THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL 
UNITED STATES LAND, SEA AND AIR FORCES FROM THE 


FORMOSA AREA. 


The Russian demand came in a resolution to the United 
Nations Security Council calling for “evacuation from the

This would also include the forces of the Nationalist Chinese leader, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, who the Communists maintain is occupy- 
ing the island bastion of Formosa illegally. ; 


In Washington, official opposition to the Russian evacuation demand 
was voiced immediately. The Under-Secretary of State, Mr Walter Robert- 
son, described the move as a “typical” Communist manoeuvre and added, 
“I doubt if we will take that kind of solution.” 


Mr Robertson bluntly warned 


vthe Chinese Communists that 


they would be risking war with 
tlre United States if they went 
ahead in their announced inten- 
on to “liberate” Formosa. 

The Russian resolution, de 
livered by Mr A. Sobolev, de- 
puty Soviet roprosentative on 
{he UN Security Council, asked 
an immediate Council meoting 
to take up the matter. The re- 
rolution will go to the Council 
tomorrow at a meeting pre- 
viously seheduled for 11 a.m. 
EST to consider the possibility 
of # ceasefire in the Formosa 
urea. 

The Soviet Union has always 
supported the Chinese Com- 
munist contention that Formos.t 
is a part of China and is beld 
illegally by Generalissimo 
Chinng. 

The Russian resolullon 
charged that the US was guilty 
of “acts of aggression”  ugainst 
Communist Ching “in the areca 
of the Islands of Talwan, the 
Pescadores and other islands off 
the coust of China In the form 
of unprovoked armed attacks on 
Chinese tuwns and coastal arcas 
carried out by armed forces 
controlled by the United 
States.”

HE child who has been 

trained at home to con- 
form to certain regulations 
for the welfare of other 
persons there — learned to 
do certain things ‘required 
of him and to avoid doing 
certain things he knows he 
must not do — has been 
controlled in this direction 
by his parents through some 
means of satisfactions and 
discomforts. Disciplined well 
in these directions, he has 
learned to control himself 
more and more, and to need, 
gradyally, less control by 
anybody else.
